Dedication Of Beaches Of California Division Heads 
As Living War Memorials Is Urged Named For 1946

Red Cross DriveDedication of California's outsiders will be matched by
beaches as living war memorials 
to the State's fallen heroes was 
suggested today by the Call 
fornla Shoreline Planning Assoc 
lation, Inc.

The proposal was in accord 
 with the resolution by the 1945 
State Legislature which reconv 
mended that "when war mem' 
orlnls are built to honor those 
who fought the war, they shall 
be primarily living war mem 
orials." *.

In announcing Its suggestion, 
the Shoreline Planning Associa­ 
tion pointed to the use of, the 
beaches to win the recent world 
war, and contended that now 
California's 1100 miles of shore 
line should be made available 
to the general public, particular 
ly the men and women of the 
armed forces.

The statement, signed by 
George P. Larsen, executive sec­ 
retary, calling attention to thi 
public's inherent right to the 
beaches, and asked that the 
beaches be used as places where 
the ill and the wounded may be 
rehabilitated.

"What could be of greater 
satisfaction to any person than 
to now make a public gift of a 
beach area for the benefit of 
mankind for all time?" asked 
Larsen.
s "It would become a living 
memorial to the donor and a 
glorious benefit for men, Wo 
men and children in perpetuity," 
he said.

Larsen advised that" estates 
could provide funds to acquire 
and name such beach areas t 
the memoiy of a deceased, thus 
honoring the individual 
died, but also such a donation 
would assure perpetual ackno 
lodgement to the donor. He said 
that manufacturers and corpor- 

ms which profited greatly 
during the war, might well con­ 
sider granting funds for beach 
acquisitions as living memorials.

The state and the counties, 
Larsen said, cannot finance the 
purchase of all available rec­ 
reational beaches in all th 
:oastal counties, but that the 

State beach acquisition bill do.

At that meeting, which 
be attended by civic and public 
officials from all   the 15 coastal 
counties, all phases of the Shore­ 
line Planning Association's pur­ 
poses   namely to save the 
beaches for the general public  
will be discussed.
